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BULBS  IN  THE  GROUND. — Hyacinths  and  tulips  should 
be  set  out  in  the  open  ground  from  middle  of  Octobei  to 
December.  They  may  be  planted  in  ribbons  or  solid  beds 
of  one  color,  or  beds  composed  of  well  designed  combina- 
tions of  colors  representing  artistic  devices  without  limita- 
tion.   A  very  usual  course  in  making  beds  is  to  remove  three 

inches  of  surface  soil  where  the  bed  is  intended  to  be  and 
arrange  the  bulbs  on  the  freshly  exposed  surface,  placing 
them  six  inches  distant  from  each  other,  which,  when  done 
to  satisfaction  as  to  shape  of  design  and  arrangement  of 
color,  the  soil  is  replaced  just  covering  the  bulbs  out  of 
sight.  The  only  real  enemies  are  frost  and  mice.  Protection 
against  frost  can  be  obtained  by  covering  the  beds  with 
•  live  inches  of  leaves,  kept  in  place  by  the  weigh!  of 
light  sticks  or  branches  of  evergreens,  the  covering 
llg  till  early  spring,  when  it  must  be  removed,  as  the 
hyacinths  will  be  two  inches  above  ground  before  frost  is 
out  of  exposed  places. 

CULTURE  OF  HYACINTHS  IN  POTS  OR  BOXES.— 
Hyacinths,  tulips,  crocus.  Creesias,  etc.,  give  very  general 
satisfaction  when  grown  in  the  house  in  pots  or  boxes  filled 
with  earth.    They  are  very  easily  managed.    The  boxes  or 

pots  should  have  perfect  drainage;  the  soil  may  be  any  g  1 

variety,  preferably  in  sandy  loam.  After  planting,  place  the 
boxes  or  pots  in  a  dark,  cool  place  for  a  couple  of  weeks, 
until  the  roots  are  well  started,  then  gradually  bring  them 
to  the  full  light  and  water  freely.
